It ie now many years gince this excellent man
and able Unitarian minister pablished a pam-
phlet, the general tendoney of which was to de-
fend the stage. 1 belleve that that pamphlet
embodied the rubstance of a sermon or lecture,
and I know that immediately after it had been
given to the world a delegaticn of actors, at the
head of whom was John Broungham, ealled upon
Dr. Bellows, and begged his acceptance of a
very bandsome eervice of silver plate, which
they oflered as o token of their appreciation of
his eloquent defense of them. Dr. Bellows de-
glined peremptorily recciving the plate, but
offered to compromize the matter by delivering
another lecture at the Academy of Musie. The
cntire corps of actors worked hard in eecuriog
a  vast attendaunce, and the proceeds
of the Ilecture were, at the lecturer's
instigation, given 1o the Dramatic Fund. Since
that day the majoriiy of such New York actors
as take any interest whatever in religions mat-
ters have looked up to Dr. Bellows as toa
friend. As he himseli says, he has buried almost
every actor who has died since that time.
Actors who would go to no other church go to
his, and Dr. Bellows would frequently be seen
at the theatre were it not that, being a publie
man, his appearance there would provoke such
staring and comment as are scarcely agreeable
1o a man of truly gentlemanly instincts. He
has b en elected honorary member of number-
lees  dramatic socleties at  home and
abroad, and when he recently visited
Eutop® he mnoticed that extracts from .
his  lecture were printed, In  various
fapguuges, on the act-drops or prosceninm
arches of the different theatres. Al the time at
which that lecture was delivered and that
pamphlet was printed, the stand which Dr,
Bellows took was indeed a bold one for any
minister to occupy. Ii brought down upon
him the curses, almost, of the Protestant
churchies known as orthodox, and it left him
almost alone us the clerical friend and defender
of o profeseion that bas been aod is very much
misunderstood, but which is slowly and surely
growing purer and bealthier,

But, apart from his relations towards the
drama, the rellgious ground which Dr, Bellows
holds is extremely interesting both to those who
agree with and those who dissent from him.
8o far as I am able to judge, not alone by hear-
ing him in the pulpit, but also by the advantage
of hearing him in his own study and in the
freedom of conversation, his charity extends to
all forms of religious belief. Although the
friend of Theodore Parker, he is not an ex-
tremist as Theodore Parker was, and he never
indulges in that strenuous sarcasm which, ocea-
pionally, when employed Ly the great New
England ploneer bears some rescmblance to
abuse. But Dr. Bellows' liberalism is quite wide
eneugh to brirg down upon him the maledie-
tion of the orthodox churches, IHe does notl
believe, for instance, that any one will be pun-
ished merely for enteriaining n certaln set of
opinions, provided the life of such a person
pe fgood and noble. Nelther does he helieve
that any man will be punished forever, unless
the man deliberately chooses to go on sinnlpg
forever. The punishment, he believes, is the
direct and inevitable result of the sin, and there
never is, in eternity, a polnt at which repent-
ance and absolute restoration are impossible. He
ocenpies a middle ground between the extreme
views of Theodore Parker (who, he believes,
was o great and good man, holding a high place
in the spiritual world) and the narrow-minded-
ness of the orthodox echurches, He 13 not
anxious to make converts, bul apparently is of
the opinion that it does not s0 much matter
what o man belleves as whal he s and does.
His religion is a hopeful and a happy one, and
even those who do not agree with him some-
thmes envy him his sleadiast trust.

The provisional government at Parcls ha= already
diemiiged M. De Vienne, president of the Court ot
P'ardone, e baving been shown to be mixed up in
the ecandaious transactions of the ex-Emperor and
Muargnret Bellengaor.

The Jecker correspondence in relation to Mexico
whie uneartbed, implicesating the Duke da Morny
und othere high In the Huperor's confldence, Be-
rides these were found letters from Porsigny to
Napoleon, proving the existence of a bLisck tri-
bunal; and another (rom the Queen of Holland,
written Mreeotly after the hattle of Sadown, warn-
ing the Emperor against the very eyvant: now
occurring.  Allogether, the dizclosures thus far
made iv regard 1o the private life of Napoloon have
eubstantinted ail the charges that the opposition
ever made;: and it is thonght the next lot, soon to
to be published, will be still more scandalons,

Coroar i, Sept. 30.—-The Gazatte of to-day, pab-
lishes the viewsol a special correspondsnt on the
question of the terms of {\vm'u. A writer while ad-
mitting that the prevalling tongue in Alsace |s
German, calls the editor to task for the statecment
that the same I8 true ol Lorraine,. One of thelr tor-
respondents who has passed the greater part of his
lite in that provinces, says that the German elamant
is hardly perceptibie, and that language is spoken
only In a thin belt, adjoining the frontier.

The report is reiterated that Benuregarcd, Inte ol
the rebel army in America, i8 In the French ser-
vice. I1tis stated that he tirst actepted a colonel’s
commission, but that he hae since been appointed a
general, and is at present organizing troops in the
south of France.

8r. Perenrsnune, Sept. 30.—[Special to New
York Herald.]—M. Thiers leaves to-morrow for
Vienna o sadder but a wiser man., Hig mission,
which was to convinee Russin of the danger of suf-
fering Pruesin to become too great by the annexa-
tion of territory and tho eclat of uninterrupted vie-
tory over France, entirely failed, Notwithatand-
ing the earnest solicitations of the veteran stutes-
man for an interview with the Emperor, the latter
politely and positively declined.

Gortschakoft represented to them the impossibil-
ity of recognizing in him any official authority,and
the inexpediencyof the Russian government hold-
lnr official intercourse with a person whoso avowed
mission was to ereate disturbance andenmity on the
part of Russin toward a frlundﬁ"l‘uwur. Thiers,
gince his interview with the inisters, has ex-

resged his conviction that France has nothing to
w‘ue from Russia, Great activity prevails in the
military department, and orders have baen issued
for the concentration of stores at differedit points,
An engineer commission has left the city to make
an examination of the fortiticationss in view of
contemplated alterations.

OsTexD, Sept. 30.—[Special to the New York
World,]—Intense excitement has been caused here
to-nlght by the arrival of special messengers
from Valenciennes, with nows of a great battle on
the Seine, on September 27, which resulted in the
complete defeat of the Crown Priuce of Prussia,
under the qnns of Fort Mont Valerian., This vie-
tory was followed by the evacuation of Rombouillet
and Versailles, and the rupture of the German
line of investment, the Crown Prince retreating
rapldly northward upon the army of the King
at Meaux and Solssons,

Unofficlal dispatches from Berlin, by way of
Brussels, contradiot the news, but It 18 certain that
communication between Paris, Rouen, Amlens
and Valenciennes has been }mrtlally reopenad, and
that official proclamations of the victory of Tues.
day, signed by Gambetta, have been recelved {u
the Iatter city.

A correspondent at Boulogne-sur-Mer telegraphs
that exciting news has been received from Roueu ot
the crowning defeat of the German forces on the
sonth and west of Paris by the prmies of Gonerals
Duerot and Mauduit on September 27. The
French forces, who, as previously reported, had
driven the Germans  out of Clamart, La
Roche, Chattilon, Bogneux and Bourg-sur-iteine,
destroying the fortifications thrown up at those
places by the Germans, were heavily reinforoed on
Monday by Trochu and advanced upon the Ger-
man position at Montreull and Versallles early on
Tuesday morning.

The battle began at Viroflay and Velay, the
Germans contesting the French advance with des-
perate emergy, until lhagewers assailed by fresh
columns advancing from beneath the guns of Fort
Mont Valerian., At St. Cloud, throuf the Bois de
Fensses and Vaugresson, a unmber ol regiments of
Baden troops mutinied on the battle-field aud re-
fused to go under ire. Nearly a hundred of these
men were shot b{ order of the German comman-
der. The rest still held back, many throwlngdown
their arms, and disperged through the forest.

The Crown Prince was finally compellad to order
a retrent upon Boogival, abandoning Verssilles to
the victorlous French. The German column
which attempted the passage of the Beine was kept
under & terrible fire from Mont Valerian, which
converted thelr retreat into a rout and they were
driven In confusion beyond St Germain en Laye,
and night alone stopped tho pursuit, The Ger-
mans lost 5000 prisouers, among whom are mauy
officers of the staft of the Crown Prince of Prussia
and fifty canpnon and mitrailleuses. The road to
Orleans and Toure is reported to be clear of the
euemy.

LoxpoxN, Bept. 30,—[8pecisl to the New York
Herald.)—It bas been determined by the Cabinet to
wake & strong and last appeal to Prussia to consent
to peace in consideration of the destruotion of the
fortresses in Alaace and Lorraine, without the dis-
wemberment of France. It 8 rumored that this
position of England {s taken in appreheénsion of the
warlike movements of Russia, which occasion a
diginolination to see the power of France too much
broken.

Loxnon, Sept. 30.—[Special to the New York
World |—At & Uabinet meeting held to-day, the
European situation came under discussion. The
meeting was fully attended by the Minlsters. Mr.
Bruce, the Home Secretary, urged the importance
of such aotion on the l-art of England as should as-
sociate her with Russia In the pacification of Eu-
rope, and l»uintlng out the danger of leaving the
entire initiative of what bo deseribed as inovitable
interference to & Power whieh had much interest
lndepmainf and pot enlurging the influsnce of
Great Britain,

Earl Granville and Mr. Cardwell, Seerctary of
War, were pot indisposed to this view, but repro-
gented the lmpossibility of action without recog-
nlzlnf the French Republie, which they malntain-
ed existed only by the irrespousible aots of the
gallories of the legislative body,

‘I'he Duke of A'rgrle objected that the Republie
had been recognized formally by the United States
government, and It wonld be a sort of constructive
discourtesy to the United States 0 assume that a

;overnment which existed with sufflcient warrant
0 command American recognition had no sufficlent
standing in fact to justity a tresty with and through
itt:mr 0 great an object as the settlement of
urope,

Aréyll wlso dwelt particularly upon the I.:u?ort-
ance of such questions in Europe to Russia, whoase
polley in Asia was of o much consequence to the
presént and future of Great Britain.

Mr, Gladstone inclined to the sentiment of the
majority of bis collesgues, which is bellevea to be
the sentiment, also, o thgl&uun. that no govern.
ment exists In France which cen per}lg be re-
cognized by Great Britain at this tims. The ad.
vices of Lord Lyous, the British minlster st Paris
were indeed very urgent in the contrary sense, but
the course of the governmeént eould not be rbso.
lutely determined by reférence to the views of any

On Wednesday last Count Barnstor If addressed a
mecond note to Earl Granville, specitically statin
that the Prassian embassy had positive evidence o
the recent shipment of foar hundred caspaof Arms
from Birmingham to Franca. This, sald Bernstorif,
Is certainly no neatrallly, ss your excellency'’s
government must be perfeotly aware, in the pressnt
ptate of affalrs on the Continent, that these arms
are intended for uge in the field at once against
Prussia,

To this note Earl Granville replied by roquesting
Count Bernstoril’ to lay the proofs of thess state-
ments before her Majesty's governmoent.

Yesterday Bernstor#t, without delay, fnrnished
proof In support of his statements, and Granville
réplied, acknowledging the receipt of the ampassa-
dor’s Inst note.

THE BURNING OF BAZEILLES.

Alleged Horrible Brotality of the Prussinns -
